side will be fairly treated. One ot the main things is an arrangemen 
whereby Germany will guarantee that any food or clothing sent to our so' 
diers and sailors in German prison camps will go to those for whom it i 
intended. 


The agreement will provide against diversion' or substitution of food 


sent 
In other words, food sent to John Smith. I". S. A, Is not to be 


diverted to Fritz Schneiderhannes of the German army. Nor is Germany 
to take this food and substitute an equivalent of something else in its place. 


The other allied countries have such arrangements with Germany. 
The plan adopted by other countries is to havp a blank receipt form 


attached to each package. 
This is signed by the recipient and mailed back 


to the country from which it came. 


All distribution for relief of our men will be under the supervision of 


the American Red Cross, which has already appropriated $31,21$ to buy 
.75 tons of food for American prisoners in Germany 
This food is all to 


be sent 4o the American Red Tross warehouse in BPHIP, Switzerland, whirh 
is to be the great supply depot for tfee victualling and clothing of our 
imprisoned men. At present the number of American prisoners in Germany 
consists of about 100 seamen and less than 2') soldiers. Twenty-five tons 
of food for their relief have already been sent to Berne 


Men captured by the central powers are not PIVPH what we consider 


sufficient food and clothing to keep them in pood hoalth 
This is, of 


course, largely due to the fact that the German^ have not enough food 
and clothing even for their own people 
In view of this condition the 


American Red Cross and our government are jointly preparing to feed all 
of our men.
